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VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  progress  of  the  Fire  Department  has  been  very 
good  this  last  year. 

The  outside  of  the  Fire  House  needs  about  100ft. 
more  of  clapboards  and  that  will  finish  the  front  of  the 
building. 

A  hot  air  furnace  has  been  donated  and  has  been 
installed.  The  outside  will  be  painted  this  year  and  the 
floor  will  be  cemented. 

We  hope  that  by  next  winter  we  will  have  heat  in 
the  Fire  House  at  all  times  so  that  we  can  keep  our 
tank  filled  with  water. 

A  needed  piece  of  equipment  has  been  added  to 
our  fire  fighting  force.  It  is  a  Gorman  Rupp  gas  driven 
portable  pump  which  can  be  handled  by  2  men. 

I  recommend  that  the  town  sell  the  500 gal.  C.  D. 
pumper  and  use  the  money  for  more  hose  which  we 
need  badly.  This  pumper  is  of  no  use  in  the  winter 
because  it  will  freeze  when  not  running.  The  pump  and 
motor  need  a  lot  of  work  and  parts  can  not  be  had 
because  of  its  age. 

The  Fire  Department  answered  to  three  chimney 
fires  and  one  house  fire  for  the  year. 

The  fire  siren  worked  out  satisfactorily. 

At  the  Swensen  Howe  Hill  fire  18  men  answered 
the  call,  and  were  there  in  minutes  and  need  praise  for 
the  way  things  were  handled  by  them.  I  am  taking 
this  opportunity  to  thank  them  and  wish  to  praise  them 
for  the  work  performed. 

This  year  I  am  again  asking  the  town  to  raise 
$500.00  for  the  use  of   the  Fire   Department  to  finish 
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the  Fire  House  and  to  buy  equipment  which  we  need 
badly. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  townspeople  for 
their  generous  support.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  of  Grantham: 

I  shall  report  on  three  major  items  in  this  my  sixth 
annual  report:  (1)  Repairs,  (2)  Costs,  and  (3)  Standards. 

1.  Repairs  -  During  the  summer  and  fall  of  1956  an 
artesian  well  was  drilled  at  the  North  Grantham 
and  at  the  Village  schools.  At  the  Village  school 
land  was  purchased,  a  basement  room  constructed, 
toilets  put  in,  and  a  pump  with  reserve  water  tank 
installed.  A  detailed  statement  of  cost  appears  in 
the  School  Board's  financial  statement.  If  the  pro- 
ject discussed  at  the  last  meeting  is  to  be  completed, 
additional  money  will  need  to  be  appropriated. 

2.  Costs  -  The  local  tax  for  schools  for  1956-7  was 
$12,305.81  which  is  considerably  more  than  the  1955- 
1956  amount  of  $4,262.41.  It  is  necessary  to  raise 
by  local  tax  about  $7,800  in  order  to  qualify  for 
full  state  aid  under  the  present  law.  This  year's 
amount  of  state  aid  received  was  $11,304.77.  An 
effort  is  being  made  to  increase  state  support  of 
education. 

I  recommend  that  the  District  vote  to  authorize 
the  School  Board  to  use  the  money  now  in  the 
Capital  Reserve  Account  because  the  repairs  cost 
more  than  was  expected  at  the  last  annual  meet- 
ing. 

3.  Standards  -  I  write  here  my  regrets  that  the  build- 
ing repairs  accomplished  are  of  such  a  short  term 
nature.  Perhaps  Grantham  will  some  day  decide  to 
pay  tuition  for  the  7th  and  8th  grade  pupils  to 
attend  a  junior  high  school.  At  such  a  time,  im- 
proved class-rooms  may  be  a  reality. 
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The  annual  achievement  test  results  are  lower  than 
the  national  average,  and  lower  than  the  Plainfield 
and  Lebanon  averages.  I  attribute  this  to  the  many 
grades  assigned  to  each  teacher. 

My  appreciation  is  hereby  expressed  to  the  teachers, 
nurse,  school  board,  building  committee,  pupils  and 
parents  who  have  cooperated  to  make  possible  the  educa- 
tion of  Grantham  children.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


My  school  year  at  Grantham  started  with  routine 
inspections  for  communicable  diseases  and  I  am  very 
happy  to  say  we  had  very  few. 

The  eyes  and  ears  were  examined  and  all  children 
were  weighed  and  measured.  Many  children  were  helped 
through  the  State  Sight  Conservation  program  for  re- 
ported defects. 

Our  big  project  last  year  was  to  have  as  many 
children  as  possible  inoculated  against  poliomyletis  and 
I  feel  we  did  a  very  good  job  with  the  help  and  co- 
operation of  the  parents  and  teachers.  Out  of  fifty-three 
(53)  school  children,  forty-six  (46)  have  received  at 
least  two  shots  and  many  pre-school  children  have  re- 
ceived their  inoculations.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  give 
the  third  and  last  shot  before  another  polio  season  starts. 

May  I  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Young,  the  Gran- 
tham School  Board  and  all  the  teachers,  who  are  always 
very  willing  to  help.   I  am  truly  grateful.
